Nrw ‘Yor, January 1st. — The 
Times says editorially: The Zeonomist, 
of London, points out the reasons why 
the silver market is likely to be un- 
steady, and is sure to be calculated 
with difficulty. First, it remarks, the 
uncertain quantity which the German 
Government may at any time sell, 
hangs over the markets. The effect of 
the increase of council bills on the In- 
dian demand for silver has still to be 
fully tested in practice. The Ameri- 
can production is still an unknown 
quantity, though everything seems to 
show that it is much less than it was 
thought to be. The Latin Union is 
still in an expectant attitude, and may 
possibly resume. ‘Till these causes 
have ceased to operate as powerfully 
as they do now, no important stock of 
silver will be kept, since the future is 
too uncertain to justify it; and until it 
is kept the price will probably fluctu- 
ate a good deal, though not as much 
as during the past year, when most of 
the influences that cause variation 
have been at a maximum, and most of 
those which cause stability at a mini- 
mum. Under these circumstances, the 
Economist.remarks, it will be desirable 
that no Government shall involve it- 
self in a currency change depending 
on the relative relations of silver and 
gold which has not begun one already 
This view, which all persons familiar 
with facts must take, we commend to 
Senators who are in doubt what to do 
with the Bland silver bill when it 
reaches the Senate.

Fatal Shooting Affray. 


We glean the particulars of the af- 
fair from the Virginia Chronicle: 

About 5 o'clock yesterday morning 
a bloody tragedy occurred at the 
Delta saloon, Virginia City, in which 
one man was killed, one fatally 
wounded and a policeman. slightly 
wounded.

floor. McDonald shot Hughes three 
times, twice near the heart and once 
thrgagh the throat. Hughes died 
alplost instantly. McDonald is in
